President, After Confer- 

ence With Mellon and 
Smoot, Gives His Ap- 
poval to Their Actions. 


BED SHEETS HIDE 
DEBT CONFERENCE 


Terms of Agreement Will 
Be Made Public Today. 

* Belgian Commission 
Goes Home Saturday. 


Plymouth, Vt., August 17.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge, in a conference in his 
native mountain village here with 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon and 
Senator Smoot, has tacitly assumed 
responsibility for an agreement under 
which it is hoped Belgium will agree 
Tuesday to pay her $480,000,000 war 
debt to the United States—on easy 
terms, 

The two leading members of the 
American debt funding commission, 
one the fourth richest man in the 
world and the other an apostle of the 
Mormon church, who have been ne- 
gotiating with the Belgian represen- 
tatives, came to Plymouth and_ put 
the situation before the president. 

Terms Said To Ge fenient. 

After the three men had confefred 
on the front porch of the Coolidge 
home, their activities screened from 
public view by bed sheets draped 
around the porch, the president is- 
sued a statement, saying it was ex- 
pected that an agreement miglit be 
reached in Washington Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. The terms are still secret, 
but will be made public in a statement 
Tuesday. They are understood to be 
lenient. 

Mellon and Smoot came to the presi- 
dent, explained the Belgian offer and 
said, in substance, “This is the best 
we can do.” Mr. Coolidge, presum- 
ably, acquiesced. He walked out of 
the little frame house, in which te ‘fs 
visiting his father, and handed to the 
neWspnper men a statement written 

pencil, in his own precise hand, 
upon a letter head of the fire insur- 
ance company for which Mr. Coolidge, 
Sr., is agent. 

The conference preceding this state 
ment lasted two hours, after which 
the president and Mellon and Smoot 


were guests of former Governor VWVil- 
liam Stickney, of Vermont, at mid- 
day dinner at a little hostelry on Echo 
lake, six miles away. The president 
and his guests returned to the l- 
idge home for a visit and a talk/ on 
tux reduction before Mellon and Smoot 
left on a night train for Washington.

Wrightsville, Ga., August 17.—

els of jurymen and obtaining only 10 
for the jury to try C. G. Rawlings, 
68, Sandersville banker, farmer and 
leading Johnson county citizen, on 
charges of murdering Gus A. Tarbut- 
ton, Judge Earl Camp late tocay 
drew 15 other names for the jury, 
ordered Sheriff L. J. Claxton to haye 
them in court at 9 o clock Tuesday 
morning and adjourned court to that 
time. fter selection of two other 
members of the jury, the trial will pro- 
ceed Tuesday. | 

Judge Camp ordered the 10 men 
locked up and fsolated for the night. 
The case got a slow start due to the | 
late arrival of former Governor | 
Thomas Hardwick, of Dublin, lead- 
ing defense counsel, and a formal ar- 
raignment in which Rawlings denied 
the charges. Both sides proceeded 
with the selection with great caution 
and all those accepted were questioned 
at length.

Tanner Convicted. 

J. J. Tanner, overseer of the large 
Rawlings-lTarbutton farm, who was 
with Rawlings and Tanner at the time 
Tarbutton was killed, appeared in 
court with the imposing array of de- 
fense counsel. He has been tried al- 
ready and is under life sentence for 
the slaying. He and Kawlings were 
indicted jointly, but insisted on sepa- 
rate trials. 

Rawlings and Tarbutton were busi- 
ness partners in big farming operations 
in Johnson and Washington counties 
and also had many other enterprises. 
On the date of the killing they were 
ostensibly on a trip on the outskirts 
of this county, prospecting for bauxite. 
With them were Tanner and a negro. 

Tarbutton Killed. 

Passing down a ravine, Tarbutton, 
who was leading the way, was shot 
and killed, the shot being from a gun 
earried by Tanner, who was immedi- 
ately behind him. Tanner contended 
that it was an accident. Tanner was 
convicted, however, and the case has

Noted Desperado Is 
Thought to Have Evaded 
Indiana Officers and To 
Be Bound for Florida. 


VENGEANCE THEORY 
THROWN IN DISCARD 


Hances Slain To Shut 
Their Mouths About Op- 
erations of Gang, Offi- 
cials Now Believe. 


Indianapolis, August 17.--(4)--While 
Muncie police and Delaware county 
fiuthorities pushed their search for 
George Anderson, former pal of Ger- 
ald Chapman and accused slayer of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ben Hance, on a road 
near Muncie Friday night, word came 
to private detectives here that Ander- 
son probably had evaded his  pur- 
suers and escaped to.‘Florida, where 
he will attempt to enter Everglades, 
said to be a rendezyous for criminals. 

Today's search gave authorities no 
new clue, but developed the theory 
that Hance and his wife were slain 
while enroute to Indianapolis to re- 
veal further information relative to 
the operations of a bandit gang, long 
sought in central Indiana. 

Shot to Still Voices. 

The first suggestion of the Muncie 
potiee, that Hance was killed because 
he gave information which led to 
Chapman's arrest and conviction in 
Connecticut last winter, was discount- 
ed today by Harry Webster, superin- 
tendent of the protective division of 
the Indiana bankers association. 

The Hanees were shot down that 
their voices might be stilled, is the 
opinion of Mr. Webster. Three times 
during the summer, Webster and his 
operatives have laid traps for the 
gangsters, but each time something oc- 
curred to defeat the plans. 

Once the detectives were ‘‘planted” 
near an Indiana bank which the An- 
derson gang was preparing to rob. 
That night a heavy windstorm forced 
the bandits to alter their plans, and 
the following day they were informed 
that’ officers knew their intentions, 

“Big Turk” Is Sought. 

Officers are seeking a pal of Ander- 
son, known as the “Big Turk.”’ who was 
seen here shortly before the dual mur- 
der last Friday. The “Big Turk” is 
well known to private detectives at 
work on the case. He has long been 
a friend of both Anderson and Chap- 
man, and is believed to have lived at 
the Hance home yast year with the 
other two bandits. 

Meanwhile, Charles’ Wolfe, appre- 
hended Friday night, is held in con- 
nection with the investigation of the 
shooting. 

Frank Kilgore,- Delaware county 
coroner, today began an inquest into 
the death of the Hances.

Walker Will Sign Bill 
Ending Long Fight for 
New Home for Georgia 
Governors. 


RENTAL OF FORMER 
SITE TO YIELD PRICE 


Highway Reorganization 
Bill Also Is Passed; Ap- 
propriations Are Con- 
sidered. 


Passage by the senate Monday aft- 
ernoon of the house resolution provid- 
ing for purchase of the property on 
The Prado now occupied as a residenfe 
by Governor Clifford Walker and his 
family, will give to Georgia once again 
an official governor’s mansion &s 
state-owned property. 

Since the leasing of the old mansion 
property at the corner of Peachtree 
and Cain streets, where the Henry 
Grady hotel now stands, the state has 
been without an official governor's 
mansion. Governor Walker has resid- 
ed in rented property, at first on 
Peachtree road and later on The 
Prado. Governor Hugh M. Dorsey 
was the last state executive to reside 
in the old mansion, Governor Thomas 
W. Hardwick having lived in an 
apartment in the Georgian Terrace. 

The resolution passed the house last 
week and now goes to the governor fo1 
his signature. It was drawn up and 
recommended by a special committee 
of the legislature, which was appoint- 
ed a year ago to investigate all pos- 
sible sites for a mansion and report 
back their recommendations. 


The resolution provides that the 
property shall be purchased for not 
more than $86,000, the price at which 
it is offered, and which includes an 
additional three acres in the rear, 
priced at $12,000. The property is 
to be bought on terms, to be paid for 
out of the $20,000 annual rental the 
state how is receiving for the old 
property. 

As soon as the governor signs the 
resolution, the deal for purchase of 
the property can be closed, it is un- 
derstood. 


The governc.r’s mansion resolution 
and the highway reorganization bill 
were placed on the senate calendar 
yesterday afternoon just prior to the 
afternoon session by the rules com- 
mittee. After these two measures 
had been passed, consideration of the 
appropriations act was resumed., 

Muddle Issue.

G.O.P. DOMINATED . 
BY ULTRA RICH MEN 


Tariff Revis’.;, Tax Re- 
duction and Economy To 
Be Chief Planks in Dem- 
ocratic Platform. 


Omaha, Neb., August 17.—Sound 
liberalism must be advocated by the 
democratic party if it is to triumph 
in the 1926 congressional elections 
and elect a president two years later, 
Representative William E. Oldfield, 
of Arkansas, chairman of the demo- 
cratic congressional committee, de- 
elared in a speech here. 

Oldfield addressed. the democratic 
state organization Monday in the first 
of a series of speeches he is scheduled 
to make in the middle west. He is 
making a survey of political condi- 
tions and preparing for the 1926 con- 
gressional elections. 

‘Fhe present administration, Oldfield 
charged, is under domination of the 
“ultra-rich.” 

“The presidents official advisers 
are made up of the rich—Mellon, 
Weeks, Hoover and the rest of them,” 
he said. “His unofficial advisers are 
the Rockefellers, the Garys, the Du- 
Ponts and the Morgans. 

Government of Rich. 

“In fact, we have a plutocracy now, 
A government by the rich. The people 
will repudiate it when they become 
acquainted with the true situation. To 
win in 1926 and 1928 the democrats 
must represent that great body of our 
citizenship who in their hearts and 
eonsciences desire a government which 
treats every man, woman and child 
just like it treats every other man, 
woman and child when they come into 
contact with the government.” 

When the next congress convenes, 
Oldfield said, the democrats will offer 
a constructive program for tax reduc- 
tion. The plan will provide for re- 
peal of automobile an dother sales 
taxes, and reduce taxes all the way 
down the line to the very limit that 
the needs of the treasury will stand. 

Raps “Coolidge Economy.” 

Oldfield atfacked “Coolidge econ- 

omy,” saying that. governmental ex- 
penses this year are running $4,000,- 
000 higher than last. He also declar- 
ed that the total number of govern- 
meht employees had increased 15,307 
during the year. 
* “The president and his unprecedent- 
edly large staff of propagandists. are 
much more economical with the truth 
than they are with the people’s tax 
money,” Oldfield said. 

“We shall go before the country on 
a platform which declares for even- 
handed justice for all taxpayers, and 
not for special favors for_a class of 
taxpayers. Our party stands for equal 
rights for all and special privileges 
to none,” ,

After supporters of the proposed 
state income tax had reached an 
agreement Monday ‘night on a meas- 
ure which might be successful in pass- 
ing the house, Representative Bussey, 
of Crisp county, leader of one of the 
several income tax factions, an- 
nounced that he would not support 
the bill decided on at the meeting. 

Representative Bussey was author 
of a substitute for the original income 
tax bill which provided that, on adop- 
tion of the income tax as a means of 
state revenue, the ad valorem tax on 
real estate should be drastically re- 
duced. 

“I will support no income tax bill 


that fails to provide for a lowering 
of the state ad valofm tax at least 
to two mills,” said Representative 
Bussey after the meeting.

Of Swimming English Channel 


Boulogne, France, August 17.— 
Gertrude Ederle left on board her 
tug for Cape Gris Nez at 5:30 Tues- 
day morning for her attempt to swim 
the English channel, which was_ to 
begin at 7 o’clock. 


Cape Gris-Nez, France, August 17. 
yertrude Ederle, the American girl who 
will be lunging threugh the cold wa- 
ters of the English channel as you 
read this Tuesday morning, is pre- 
pared to sink before she quits, she 
told the United News Monday night a 
few hours before going to bed to pre- 
pare for the ordeal by water. 

“Gee whiz, everybody is trying to 
scare me, but I won’t quit until 1 
sink,” the American girl said. 


“It’s a long way to Tipperary, but 
my heart’s right there. I hope Tues- 
day to be happily singing, ‘I Wanna 
Go Home,’ because I want to bring to 
America the honor of sponsoring the 
first woman to swim the channel. I 
know I have got a tough proposi- 
tion.” 

Miss Ederle will dive over the side 
of a rowboat into the channel water 
‘about 7 a. m. Tuesday, touch a hand 
to one of the rocks which form part of 


the French seacoast at this point, and 
then strike but on a swim that many 
women have tried, but which no wom- 
an has ever completed—the 20-mile 
paddle to England. 

A five-piece jazz band to enliven 
the long hours and to cheer the Amer- 
ican girl if she needs cheering will 
be aboard. 

After weeks of training, watching 
and waiting, during which she was 
sometimes poised for the take-off, only 
to withdraw for further preparation, 
Miss Ederle is now determined to do 
it or fail Tuesday. 

She Was at Boulogne Monday night, 
resting for the strain’ of the great 
effort. By dawn she expected to go 


aboard her convoying tug and steam 
along the coast to Cape Gris Nez, 
where she wiil put off in a small boat 
for the shore. When the skiff ap- 
proaches the rocks, she will dive in, 
touch one of them, and be on her way 
to solitary glory as the first woman 
to conquer the channel, or to share 
the disappointment of many other girls 
who have tried and given it up. 
Jabez Wolfe, her trainer, will swim

More developments, more building 
and more expansion in business lines 
will come in the southeastern states 
in the next: year than in any other 
pirt of America, and Georgia will 
be one state of this group which will 
.grow as much if not more than 
any other in the group, according to 
A. A. LaVaque, district manager of 
the Pittsburg Plate Glass company. 

This in effect is the report which 
Mr. LaVaque carried to the president 
of his company two weeks ago. 

“The head of our comp.nv asked 
me concerning my views on conditions 
in the southeast and I told him I firm- 
ly believed this section was in for its 
greatest era of prosperity,” Mr. La- 
Vaque declared. “The boom in Florida 
is bringing visitors to the southeast 
from all parts of the country. Many 
of them are going to locate in Geor- 
gia. Many will make money in Flor- 
ida deals and spend it in Georgia. I 
know of one case where a man made 
$85,000 in a deal and took his profits 
to Colquitt county where he invest- 
ed every cent.” 

Mr. LaVaque said wonderful crop 
yields in south Georgia and middle 
and western Georgia are going to 
help the entire state. 

“More money was turned loose for 
tobacco in u south Georgia county last 
week than has been spent in that 
county in several years,” he said 
“The tobacco crop is going to bring 
$16,000,000 additional money to ihis 
state. The fruit and melon crops 
brought more money than ever before 
The other crops in that section are 
bountiful.” 

As far as his company is concerned 
it has shown healthy increases in this 
territory according to Mr. La Vaque 
who looks for a larger volume of busi- 
ness and bigger increases in the last 
five months of this year than for the 
same period last year.

HOPE OF FUNDING DEBT 
OF ITALIANS REVIVED. 

Washington, August 17.—Hope for 
funding of the Italian war debt to 
the United States, totaling approxi- 
mately two billion dollars, was revived 
Monday with assurances from 
Finance Minister Mario Atberti that 
he would exert his best efforts to- 
ward a settlement. 

This assurance, in a message to 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
Winston, was the first word from the 
Italian government since the negofia- 
tions here were interrupted several 
weeks ago. The Italians were due to 
return this month to resume negotia- 
tions. Alberti said nothing in his 
message of a resumption of negotia- 
tions. 

He notified Winston that he had 
been appointed head of the special of- 
fice, recently created to coordinate 
work of both the Italian foreign of- 
fice and the treasury in regard to 
interallied debts. 

In this capacity, he assured Win- 
ston that his “best efforts will be di- 
rected toward finding a way to. se- 
cure a settlement of the difficult 
question which may prove satisfac- 
tory to both our countries, fully trust- 
ing that my attitude will be cordially 
reciprocated by you.” 


BELGIANS PLAN 
TO LEAVE SATURDAY. 

Washington, August 17.— (4A) — 
Bearing out the optimistic feeling of 
President Coolidge that solution of the 
Belgian debt problem is near, it de- 
veloped today that the Belgian nego- 
tiators had made reservations to sail 
from New York Saturday on the liner 
Majestie. 

The Belgians, as well as officials 
here involved in the negotiations, were 
reticent in regard to possible terms of 
the settlement. Even announcement 
of the intention of the negotiators to 
return home was withheld, but it was 
learned that the reservations were 
made before the departure of Secre- 
tary Mellon and Senator Smoot for 
Vermont to consult with the presi- 
dent.

Increase Is Voted. 


The maintenance fund of the North 
Georgia Agricultural college was _ in- 
creased from $30,000 as fixed by the 
house to $45,000. While the 1926 
appropriation by the house of $35,000 
for the State Medical college was left 
unchanged, the 1927 fund was raised 
from $35,000 to $55,000. The annnal 
appropriation for teaching hygiene 
and public health at the medical 
schocl. was raised from $14,500 to 
$20,000. The maintenance fund of the 
negro A. & M. school at Forsyth was 
increased from $5,000 to $10,000. 

The two training school appropria- 
tions were increased, the girls’ scnool 
fund being raised from $31,500 to 
1$43,500, and the boys’ from $27,000 
ito $54,000. The salary of the assistant 
 imeubeibanes of commerce and labor 
was raised from ST,8@0 to $2,400.

Curtailment of Power 


May Be Necessary To 
Avert Shutdown on Ac- 
count of Drouth. 


Petitioning the Georgia public 
service commission Monday for per- 
mission to reduce its Atinnta street 
car service by 11 per cent, the Geor- 


gin Railway and Power company de 
elared that if the present drouth con- 
tinues for six weeks its hydro-electric 
service will have to be abandoned if 
the present load on its transmission 
lines is continued. 

An 11 per cent reduction in service 
would be scarcely noticeable, it was 
stated, as many lines would not be 
affected at all, while changes on oth- 
ers would be slight. 

In addition to asking permission 
to curtail street car gervice in this 
city, the company announced if had 
appealed to municipalities to pump 
water only at night. had requested in- 
dustrial plants to operate nights, Sat- 
urdays and peers. and had -ap- 
pealed to householfers to be eccnoml- 
cal in the use of electricity. Hearing 
on the petition was set for today. 

Preston S. Arkwright. president of 
the power compzny, pointed out that 
curtailment by 11 per cent of Atlan- 
ta’s street‘ car service would be 
scarcely noticeable to users of the 
trolley system und was a‘step taken 
only to.avoeid possible complete shat- 
down, which would be inevitable if 
drouth conditions continue 

Ordinarily in case of drouth con- 
ditions it is possible for the Georgia 
company to purchase ,power from 
other companies with which its traas- 
mission lines are linked. but these 
also have suffered from lack of rain- 
fall on their watersheds and are not 
able to do more than take care of 
their own needs. Steam power only 
is heing purchased now and this is 
practically negligible in view of the 
company’s enormous needs. 

President Arkwricht said after the 
petition had been filed that the sho-t- 
age of water to date has cost the 
company $1,250.000 in purchase of 

wer from steam plants. In most 
nstances, he declared, steam power 
has been, zold for less thar its cost 
to the e ny. Money also hus been 
lost in the Wecrease consmaption of 
power. Second?ry customers’ have 
been cut off, it was stated. 

Pointing to the drouth a* being gen- 
eral, President Arkwright pointed out 
that street car service at Augusta 
has been decreased to such an extent 
that only one ear is operated each 
hour over each line in that city.

STONE-HARRIS BILL. 


One of the most important house 
bills which now awaits the action of 
the senate is the measure providing 
for a consumption tax on gasoline. 
This is known as house bill No. 755 
and has been introduced by Repre- 
sentatives Bonnell Stone, of Union 
county, and Roy Harris, of Jeffer- 
son county. 

The importance of this measure is 
generally recognized and the vote 
on the passage of this bill in the 
house last week attests its popular- 
ity, there being 138 for and only 

. three against it. 

There is an increasing tendency 
on the part of large consumers of 
motor gasoline in Georgia to place 
large quantities in storage and es- 
cape taxation. It is only fair that 
all gasoline used as motor fuel in 
Georgia should be subject to and 

. pay the same tax. The Stone-Har- 
ris bill provides for the same col- 
lection and distribution of gas tax 
for all such consumers, and when 
the gasoline is withdrawn from its 
Original package within the state of 
Georgia it should be taxed otsuch 
withdrawals at the uniform rate as 
provided by law in this state. 

If this wise measure is passed by 
the senate it is estimated that new 
revenue of from one-half to three- 
fourths of a million dollars will be 
produced for state purposes. 


In order that motor fuel gasoline 
may not be confused with naptha, 
which is used in industry as a sol- 
vent and not as a motor fuel, an 
amendment should exempt the 
naptha from the special tax, wKich 
is for roads—when and when only 

ch naptha or solvent fluid is not 
used for motor fuel. 

We have in mind the great plants 
in South Georgia that are engaged in 
the manufacture of turpentine and 
rosin from dead pine wood. It is a 
big industry, employs a large num- 
ber of people and is of potential ad- 
vantage intgiving a cash market to 
wastes, carrying aid to thousands of 
rural people. 

The solvent naptha is used as a 
solvent—that is, it is the base of a 
liquid solution in which the splin- 
tered dead wood is boiled for the 
purpose of extracting the resinous 
Substance. Every time the boiling 
process is performed there is a 
waste of the fluid. Most of it is 
reclaimed and used again, but there 
is necessarily some waste by evap- 
Oration and otherwise. 

Such an industry is in Brunswick 
=the Hercules Powder company. 

It acquired its Brunswick plant in 
September, 1920. It has operated 

it at a loss every year since up to 

the present year. Owing to the 
higher level of prices on turpentine 
and rosin, particularly rosin, since 
April of this year, it is showing a 
profit for the first time since its 
purchase. 

It is one of the two great indus-- 
tries of Brunswick. If it is forced 
to pay the proposed tax on its sol- 
vent, naptha, it is probable that the 
industry will be lost to Brunswick 
and Georgia, as this one corporation 
uses around 700,000 gallons ce this 
solvent each year. 

It is only fair to the state and to 
all the users of gasoline as a motor 
fuel that every gallon of gasoline 
used in motors in Georgia shall be 
taxed alike—and for road construc- 
tion specifically. It is not fair, how- 
ever, to penalize industry by a high 
sales tax on a low-grade naptha used 
as a solvent only in its manufactur- 
ing process. The state can amply 
protect itself by making the defini- 
tion explicit.

Discussed and Analyzsd 
By Competent Authority | 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial in 
Friday morning’s edition of The Cousti- 
tution headed: ‘‘Is There Profiteering?’ 
noted. 

Mirst, we question the exactness of the 
statement that a housewife purchascd 
twenty-six rpples frem a farmer for 
twenty-five cents that were identicai in 
size and quality to the six apples she 
purchased from a downtown store for the 
s¢me sum of money. If the statement 
is true in every sense, then we contend 
that the case is so rrre that ‘it should 
not be accepted as an example of profit- 
ecring on the part of the retailers. 

Atlanta housewives h¢ve learned not to 
purchase food of any description from the 
rverage peddler unless she is well ac 
quainted with the reliability of that ped- 
She-has learned to distrust the aver- 
age peddler because of the unscrupulous 
methods used by those who pose as 
farmers and sell inferior grades of fruits 
and yegetables, butter and chickens and 
ecgs at prices that are practically the 
same, ofttimes higher, than that charged 
by the retailers. 

Ask any bona fide tarmer who peddler 
or attempts to peddle food tg Atlanta 
he wili unhesitatingly inform 
you that hie biggest handicap is the 
fecling aroused against peddlers by the 
unscrupulous persons who, posing as 
farmers, sell shoddy goods as being fresh 
from th2 country, and gives short weights 
and measures that are eventually discov- 
The bona fide 
farmer is afraid to bring his food products 
o Atlanta to sell to the consuming trade, 
except where he has an established busi- 
ness, and to prove this assertion, we chal- 
ienre anyone. to find twenty-five bona fide 
farmers peddling their own products to 
the housewires of Atlanta any day of ans 
week, 

Those few farmers who do take chances 
and bring their goods to sell to the con- 
suming public quickly find a very un- 
eerdial sentiment among the housewives 
and, after hours of unsuccessful peddling 
frcm door to door, such a farmer gives 
up in disgust and sells his load for any 
price so he can get away from the city. 
The retailer cannot always buy it as 
he generally has a sufficient amount on 
band for his needs or. has it ordered 
and does not feel free to load himself 
with any more even though he might buy 
iz a little cheaper. The spoilage on ripe 
fruits and vegetables is enormous and 
even with the greatest care the retsiler 
knows 2 large portion of this food will 
be unsalable within twenty-four hours. 

The peddler can sell shoddy goods and 
get away before the consumer has really 
discovered it. whereas the retailer prac- 
tically guarantees everything he sells. If 
it isn’t satisfactory, he must refund the 
money paid for it. Naturally, he must 
use even groater care in selecting perish- 
able foods than does the housewife. 

Since the dark ages the consuming public 
bas been led on by’ grandstanding poli- 
ticians and others who attempted to play 
upon the feelings of a misinformed and 
gullible public by charging dealers in 
the necesaities of tife with being profiteers. 
We believe that The Constitution, with 
its many years’ reputation for impartial 
fairness and conservativeness, does not 
wish to be piaced in such a category.

Before and since that report myriad 
investigations have been made by im- 
pertial individuals end agencies, including 
several housewives’ lfeagves, and all of them 
have acquitted the retailers of all. charges 
of profiteering. Certainly it is utterly un- 
fair to cast charges of profiteering on

We admit that tlie cost of distribution 
of food is entirely too high and yeare of 
study of the practical features of distribu. 
tion have. convinced us of the reason for 
this cost. Popular belief is that there are 
foo many distributors handling food before 
ir reaches the consumer. This is abso- 
Intely true, but nut in the sense of the 
theorists and so-cailed economists. There 
are not too many branches of food dis

and prices that are as reasonable as he 
can make them. He is satisfied to ac- 
cept for his fourteen hours daily Isbor, 
his merchandising chility, his knowledge 
ecquired through years of study and ex 
perience, and his investment, a remunera- 
tion that is far below that of any other 
business extant. Surely he is worthy of 
the faith and confidence of the consuming 
public and of those agencies who are in- 
terested solely in public welfare. 

Stories alleging that there is profiteer- 
ing in the retail food business only lead

George Brandes. 


George Brandes, foremost literary 
critic in Europe and the world, is 
said to be seriously ili at his home 
in Denmark. Although of very high 
age, Mr. Brandes has but recently 
made gp .complete reversal of his views 
on life and the world. He has come 
to the realization that literature be- 
Me futile, literary criticism is even 
more futile and for the first time in 
his long career he has taken a stand 
in political matters. It was of course 
the war and its sobering effects that 
made an end to his passive contem- 
plation, for it could not escape 
Brandes that many of the foremost 
thinkers of Europe did not rise above 
the tide of blood and hatred let loose 
in that war, but at least put on the 
uniform spiritually and ranged- them- 
selves on the sides of the various com- 
batants. So for the first time in his 
life Brandes has taken a stand on in- 
ternational politicak matters. He has 
declared himself against Russia, be- 
cause freedom of thought 18 
trampled there and against Poland 
because of the persecution and sup- 
pression of racial minorities. It was 
hoped that Brandes would visit the 
United States this year. but the seri- 
ous illness has put an end to that: A 
series of lectures in Berlin was inter- 
rupted when the aged savant return- 
el to Denmark, probably for the last 


time.

Two Interpretations.

Paland’s Future. 


The Polish foreign minister has 
gone back to his country after a visit 
here assuring America that the hori- 
zon is clear and blue and that Poland 
has no fear for the future. Still’ the 
careful observer may, like Elijah of 
old, see small cloudlets the size of your 
hand rising from thé sea. And these 
same small clouds may in the course 
of time change into great ominous 
shadows threatening to deluge the 
world with a devastating downpour. 
France, Poland's strong ally and per- 
sistent backer, is getting deeper and 
deeper embroiled in colonial squabbles 
which are assuming the size of 
formidable problems. The anti- 
French agitation in North Africa and 
Syria needs not grow a great deal be- 
fore it becomes a great stumbling 
block for the French republic. Poland 4° 
can no longer feel so confident of #3 
immediate French support in case of | 
trouble and the Russian bear is biding 
his chance. With the present state of 
feeling in Germany against Poland, oe- 
casioned by the expulsion of Germans, 
Germany will not stand i1 the way if 
the soviets should decide to carry out 
their threat of crushing Poland 
“against the cement wall of Ger- 
many.” It is ridiculous to think that 
soviet Russia has forgotten or for- 
given the Poles for their attempt at 
intervention in their home affairs. 
Tchitcherin and the others are await- 
ing a favorable opportunity when 
France will be busy with her own _| 
troubles to deliver a smashing blow 
to Poland and reestablish their influ- 
ence in eastern Europe.

Two 
million more men are under arms in 
Kurope at the present time than there 
were in July, 1914.

New York, Aug. 37, AX—Creation 
f a lighter-than-air squadron of the 
Lnited States navy within a short 
time was disclosed tonight by Cap- 
tain Walter R. Gheradi, aviation sid:

Captain Gheradi said a high rank 
ing flying officer will be selected to 
eemmand the group aud a complete 
ritual of tactics, strategy and radiv 
tactical signals will be designed for 
its operation. 

Captain Gheradi declared the navy 
ia now in possession of plans for 
dirigihles considerably larger than th- 
Los Angeles and comprising special 
offensive and defensive attributes. 

The first line ships of the lighter- 
then-air syuadron will at first be the 
military dirigible Shenandoah and the 
commercial or transport dirigible 
Los Angeles. with a lesser company 
of naval bags and  0balloons, all 
grouped under the eommand. To this 
organization all new dirigibles will] 
be added and given places in the lines 
as combatant or transport craft. 

The new squadron will be added to 
the scouting fleet, it is thought. 

To support the communications 
and ground organization of the new 
sjuadron, a line of mooring masts 
from Lakehurst to Hawaii is pro 
posed and an application is available 
for construction of masts on the 
mainland and in Hawaii. The 
Hawaiian mast is to be ready for 
reception of dirigibles this autumn.
